sent" vehicles, Sil'as stated.

The 1968 station 
wagon used by the team was 
first put into service in Feb 
ruary of 1974 after being 
lenovated inside to make 0 
capable of carrying the large 
amount of equipment the 
team would need to properly 
answer calls. 

Since its purchase the de¬ 
partment has pure h a s e d 
many of the latest and up- 
to-date items in the emer¬ 
gency medical field with do¬ 
nations and each of them 
has proved its value in the 
field. 

It was recently pointed out 
that the unit carries five dif¬ 
ferent types of splints, card¬ 
board. air, traction, vacuum, 
and cryopac all with their 
own particular application. 
Also on board are five typos 
of stretchers, canvas flats, 
disposable, full back board, 
short board, and scoop. 

In addition there is a full 
range of breathing “assist" 
equipment plus a complete 
range of apparatus for deal¬ 
ing with trauma situations. 

It was noted that the team 
personnel will be providing 
a full range of instruction 
classes during the coming 
year for members of the 
community. Thes classes will 
range from cardio pulmon¬ 
ary resuscitation (CPR) to 
arvanced first aid and also 
that several demonstrations 
throughout the year are an¬ 
ticipated. 

The emergency medical 
service in Sierra Madre is 
provided as a cooperative ef¬ 
fort of the police and fire 
departments and a phone 
call to either emergen c y 
number will start them in 
action. It was pointed out 
1 hat the emergency service 
is free, but that if transpor 
lation to an emergency fa¬ 
cility is required this is pro¬ 
vided by a private ambu¬ 
lance company at rates set

Those perennial para d a 
favorites, the huge Bud 
weiser Clydesda les whi e h 
pull the City of St. Louis 
float, will he on display Fri¬ 
day, January 2, with ail the 
other Tournann nt of Roses 
parade entries at Victory 
Park, Pasadena. 

The horses will be at the 
park, Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard and Paloma Street, 
from 8:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 

The custom was started 
after the 1975 parade and 
vvas so populrr the "repeat” 
showing was scheduled for 
the 1976 Tournament. 

In their 22nd consecutive 
appearance in the parade, 
the famed eight-horse hitch 
will pull the St. Louis float 
which has the theme “Meet 
Me at the Fair 1904.” 

Spectators who visit Vic¬ 
tory Park (and who pre¬ 
viously lamented the absence 
of the Clydesdales) will have 
a chance to see them close- 
up and make photographs. 

The horses, of Scotch des¬ 
cent but now bred by An¬ 
heuser-Busch, Inc., to assure 
continuity of champion-class 
horses for the eight-horse 
hitch, stand 18 hands high 
and weigh more than 2,300 
pounds apiece. 

They travel more than 
40.000 miles annually to take 
part in activities such as 
major parades, fairs, special 
events and horse shows.

Pasadena Gets Dr, and Mrs. Henry S. Myers 
$500,000 To Assist Announce Daughter's Engagement 
hi Energy Plant 

The U.S. Energy Research 
and Development Adminis¬ 
tration (ERDA) has signed 
an agreement with the City 
of Pasadena to provide $300,- 
000 lo assist the city in ex¬ 
ploring the feasibility of 
constructing a lotal energy 
plant in the downtown re¬ 
development project for the 
purpose of providing heal¬ 
ing. air conditioning and 
electricity. 
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Since 1951 the Board of 
Supervisors, upon rec o m - 
mendation by the Flood Con¬ 
trol District, has approved a 
contract with North Ameri¬ 
can Weather Consultants to 
provide weather forecasts 
which are essential to effec¬ 
tive District operation. Since 
1957 these controls have us¬ 
ually included an agreement 
tc. provide professional ad 
vice and technical assistance 
for the District's cloud seed¬ 
ing program designed to in 
crease runoff into reservoirs 
and water storage facilities 
to assist in providing Countv 
residents with the 1.2 bil¬ 
lion gallons of water re¬ 
quired daily. 

This year, according lo 
Board Chairman Baxter 
Ward, because of the recent 
Mill and Village fires which 
consumed thousands of acres 
of vauablo watershed pro 
toetion, it was decided that 
seeding storm clouds to pro¬ 
duce more rainfall should 
not be done. 

Ward pointed nut that the 
other services included in the 
contract, such as detailed 
forecasts which initiate spe 
cial District activities, rain¬ 
fall intensity forecasts for 
special locations vvthin the 
Distict’s boundaries, predic¬ 
tions as to probable snow 
pack densities, and special 
consultation regarding water 
conservation, which is pro¬ 
vided by NAWC on a 24-hour 
basis, will be continued,

Q. — I've heard people 
talk about ‘‘tax selling'

A — Tax selling is a pro- 
■edure used by investors to 
■alized loss tor 
which can be 
offset taxable gains, 
if you had 100 
stock thal yo i 


Q. — I have always liked 
to own shares in electric 
utilities. Recently it has been 
possible to buy a number of 
them and get about a 10 per 
cent dividend return. Do vou 
think the risk is excessive 
or would you put some of 
your own money into the 
stocks of electric utility com¬ 
panies? 

A — A lot of our polti- 
cians have been playing 
games with us by telling us 
that electric rates are too 
high and can be cut. In mak¬ 
ing such statements politi¬ 
cians are not doing us a 
favor, for as far as the fu 
turo is concerned, we are 
going to pay more for elec¬ 
tric and all forms of power 
or we will be doing without 
It appears tc mo that the 
public understanding of the 
need for higher rates has 
been increasing and the 
political demagoguery has 
beer subsiding. If this is true 
then we will probably see- 
most of our utilities granted 
the necessary rates in the 
months ahead. As this hap¬ 
pens we are likely to sec 
the financial position and 
earnings of the electric utili¬ 
ties be much improved. This 
should in time make their 
stocks sell at higher prices 
and permit some 
increases. 

Apparently a lot of indivi¬ 
duals have a lot of faith in 
the future of electric utility 
stocks. I recently saw fig¬ 
ures showing that in the last 
two years the number of In¬ 
dividuals owning the stock 
of America’s 21 biggest elec¬ 
tric companies lias increased

Tax selling occurs more in 
some stocks than it does in 
ethers. Where the price of a 
stock has come down in price 
quite a hit in the year and 
many people bought it 
earlier in the year at a high¬ 
er price, than that stork is 
likely to see quite a bit of 
tax selling because of the 
number of people who have 
bought it at higher prices 
earlier in the year. Where 
the price of stock has heen 
up strongly all year then 
fewer people are likely to 
have losses in it and it is 
unlikely to experience much 
tax selling.

Elmer Good and I had a 
iong talk the other day 
about, you guessed it — 
property taxes, and in par¬ 
ticular how they are ad¬ 
versely affecting the pre¬ 
carious posture of senior 
citizens and fixed income 
homeowners. Elmer had 
quite a bit to say and I 
thought I’d share with you 
that which is printable. 

“The plight of the senior 
citizen has been further ag¬ 
gravated hv a staggering- 
rise in property taxes that 
has delivered a enuel blow to 
fixed income homeowners 
and threatened many more. 
That threat has manifest it¬ 
self in the forceful exiction 
of people from their homes 
for stumbling and falling 
behind in payments. It is be¬ 
yond my comprehension that 
ihose older persons who 
have supported this so-called 
democratic system for the 
last 50 years through taxes, 
should lose their homes. 
They deserve better!’’ 

I’ll be the first to agree 
fOO per cent that changes 
must be made in the present 
tax structure and soon. I 
pointed out to Elmer that a 
large portion of the properly 
tax burden, approximately 60 
per cent as a matter of fact, 
is a direct result of sciiool 
and welfare costs. I can see 
no justification for pwple 
related services being placed 
i-n the property tax. Why 
should property owners, 
many who don’t even have 
children, bear the entire bur¬ 
den for edu eating oui 
young 7 And it’s not just the 
young students but an ever 
increasing number of adults 
heading back to the class¬ 
room at the expense of the 
property owner. 

Clearly the time has com"' 
to set words into action. 
'.Vithin the next few weeks 
I will decide if voter senti¬ 
ment is strong enough to 
warrant my sponsoring a 
new initiative on the 1976 
ballot. The thrust of the 
measure will be to cut prop¬ 
erty taxes in half by tak¬ 
ing schools and welfare rdf 
the homeowner’s back. Alter¬ 
nate sources of icvenue such 
a? the sale tax are a more 
eouitable means to pay for 
those services. 

Elmer says people are 
afraid of change and won’t 
vote for anything they don’t 


understand. I told Elmer 
that 99 per cent of my fan 
mail is from homeowners 
and organiations pleading 
for tax reform. These are 
the same people who op¬ 
posed my efforts to alter the 
property tax system in 1972. 
They didn’t understand the 
property tax system then 
and they don’t claim to un¬ 
derstand it now. But, they 
have been forced to face the 
reality that unless we make 
the change now the home¬ 
owner and the way of life 
as we know it today will be¬ 
come a re’ie of the past. 

I’ve done my homework 
and I think I have the best 
solution. At least the choice 
is clear and every taxpayer 
will have the opportunity to 
determine the amount of 
property tax burden he is 
willing to bear.

It is 
charged and alleged the Gulf Oil Company has stuffed 
5 million dollars In cash into the hands of politicians 
of both th.- Republican and Democratic parties for not 
only campaign -use but for their jzersonal use as well, and 
that this money was laundered to the takers through 
the Bahamas. 

It is charged (1) immediately after the election of 
1960, $50,000 in cash was given to newly elected Vice 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. (2* Six members of the 
Senate Watergate Investigating Committee were given 
large amounts of cash. (3) Other cash was given to 
Senator Henry Jackson, now a Presidential candidate anc 
to Fn-d Harris, former Democratic National Committee 
Chairman and now a Democratic Presidential candidate. 
It is also charged that Republican minority leader of the 
Senate, Hugh Scott was given semi-annual payments of 
$5,000 for more than 10 yearn, although Senator Scott 
denies receiving any money as a personal retainer. 

Gulf Oil admitted the slush fund ar.d the time dunng 
which it was paid to the politicians, which was over a 
period of 10 years. 

Is it not strange that the large Watergate staff, in¬ 
cluding Archibald Cox and Leon Jaworsky never dis¬ 
covered this huge slush fund Gulf admitted paying out. 

Did the Congress of the United States legalize this 
big money windfall to many of its members when they 
voted to shorten the statute of limitations on campaign 
money violations? Did the Congress do this to cover 
up the whole matter and keep the people from learning 
ab rat it? Is this a criminal covcnup? 

The admission by Gulf Oil Company of giving the 
money is not sufficient proof to sustain the charges, as 
vet The proof can only be secured by digging out the 
jjujl facts.

Paramedics have made 
227,774 emergency resc u e 
runs in Los Angeles County 
since the nationally a c - 
claimed program was start¬ 
ed in 1969. 

The latest progress report 
shows there now are 108 res¬ 
cue squads in service, being 
operated by (he county and 
city fire departments and by 
private ambulance com¬ 
panies. 

There have been 919 para- 
emdics trained and certified. 

There are another 107 in 
training, of which 7f are in 
classes at County-USC Medi¬ 
cal Center, 17 at Daniel 
Freeman Hospital and 13 at 
Pasadena City College. 

The county also has 
trained and certified 536 mo¬ 
bile intensive care unit 
nurses. 

Twenty-five hospitals arc 
serving as bases for the pro 
gram. 

There were 9.939 rescues 
made during Move m b e r 
alone, of which 2,112 were 
for cardiac eases.
